With the November election ap¬ 
proaching, we took to the streets to 
informally poll Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dents. Interestingly, most of the 
people we spoke with were more 
concerned with California State Ini¬ 
tiatives than with the Presidential 
election. We will also be conducting 
a poll concerning the local utilities 
tax, which will also be on the ballot. 

One of the more contraversial 
measures on the ballot is Proposition 
209, the “California Civil Rights 
Initiative,” which would effectively 
end affumative action by state and 
public entities.

In the old days people knew the value of books. When 
Moses came down the mountain he brought books, not 
a compact disc player. When Regulus defeated 
Carthage, the Roman Senate rewarded him by giving his 
family the city’s books. When Mark Antony wanted to 
impress Cleopatra, he bestowed on her the library of 
Pergamum, with its 200,000 volumes. 

A similar sense of proper values persisted until re¬ 
cently. In 1057, the German nun Diemude of 
Wessobrunn traded her personally copied Bible for an 
entire farm. In the 12th century, an eminently sane vint¬ 
ner exchanged his considerable vineyard for a single 
prayer book. In 1331, King Edward HI swapped 80 oxen 
for one illuminated volume. Book history teems with 
unleveraged buyouts like these. Today, in this high-tech 
age when information scientists refer to the book as an 
“online, real-time, random-access storage device,” such 
as love of books can also seem medieval and quaint. 
Don’t fear being an anachronism. This is a grand tradi¬ 
tion.

(1466-1536)— “When I get a little money,” he wrote, 

“I buy books. And if any is left over, I buy food and 
clothes.” Kinky you say. But he ended up just fine, with 
several high schools named after him. Same goes for 
the eccentric French collector, Boulard, whose 6(X),000 
volumes forced him to spread his library to six houses 
and evict all his tenants. No one ever woke Boulard 
again with an early morning complaint about insufficient 
heat. 

Book buying, in short, is always intelligent, never 
shameful, even at holiday time. If you want to add a 
medieval touch to your gift, try inscribing one of the 
book curses scribes used to add to protect their goods. 

My favorite comes from a manuscript that belonged to 
Jean d’Orleans: “Who eve steals this book will hang on 
a gallows in Paris; And, if he isn’t hanged, he’ll drown; 

And, if he doesn’t drown, he’ll roast; And if he doesn t 
roasL a worse end will befall him.” (Right. The bind¬

AUSD Announces Teacher 
of the Year

Earlier this month, the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District announced their 
choice for 1997 Teacher of 
the Year, Michael A. Gor¬ 
don. 

Gordon, who currently 
teaches history and athlet¬ 
ics at Arcadia High School, 
comes from an extensive 
instructional background, 
which includes teaching 
general education at 
Arcadia Continuation 
School in the ’70s. He re¬ 
ceived his B. A. and M. A. in 
Physical Education from 
Cal State University at 
Long Beach. In addition, he 
went to CSULA, UCSB, 
Immaculate Heart and 
Claremont Graduate 
School from 1975 to 1991, 
for postgraduate studies in 
history, international rela¬ 
tions, politics, and govern¬ 
ment and education. 

His memberships in pro¬ 
fessional associations in¬ 
clude California and Na¬ 
tional Council Social Stud¬ 
ies, Arcadia and California 
Teachers Association and 
the National Education As¬ 
sociation. 


Gordon is a past Arcadia 
Rotary Teacher of the 
Month, and is a recipient of 
the PTA Honorary Service 
Award, UCSD Outstanding 
Teacher Recognition, and 
AHS Staff Recognition. 

In a recent statement to 
the school district, he 
noted, “Today I can see 
that teaching was my des¬ 
tiny. It is where I thrive and 
do good in the world. How¬ 
ever, that realization was 
one that I did not entirely 
grasp until I had been in 
the profession for some 
time. I cannot point to an 
individual or single set of 
circumstances that influ¬ 
enced me to become a 
teacher, but in reflection, 1 
can see that teaching is 
where I was heading, re¬ 
gardless of my lack of vi¬ 
sion at the time.’’ 

Gordon and his wife are 
“strong believers in the 
value of volunteer service.’’ 
At the local Episcopal 
church where they have 
been members for nearly 
20 years, he has served as 
an usher, vestry members, 
committee members and

committee chairman. In the 
community, he has been 
involved with Scouts, 
AYSO, Little League and 
the public schools. 

“In 1984, my wife and I 
volunteered to work at the 
Olympics. 1 was fortunate 
to be selected as the field 
supervisor for athletics at 
the Coliseum.’’ They were 
also committed to the 1984 
U.S. Track and Field 
Championships. “It was an 
experience of a lifetime and 
something I will never for¬ 


get,” he stated. 

His philosophy of teach¬ 
ing “is grounded in the be¬ 
lief that all students have 
the capacity for learning 
where appropriate mean¬ 
ing-making strategies are 
employed and the teacher 
provides a secure environ¬ 
ment where risk taking is 
encouraged and students 
make personal connections 
with their studies.”

1 be¬ 
lieve those who teach have 


a responsibility to treat the 
profession, the community 
and most importantly, the 
students we serve, with re¬ 
spect and care. 1 believe 
teachers have the greatest 
influence on children be¬ 
yond their parents and must 
honor this power by acting 
with honesty and integrity 
in their role. Teachers touch 
lives.

Continued fwm page 9 
age new business from 
coming to our City and 
force Santa Anita, our 
largest employer and tax¬ 
payer, to re-examine its 
future in Arcadia.” 

Closson and Jensen 
state, “Proponents of Mea¬ 
sure M are trying to scare 
or mislead voters into be¬ 
lieving that they have no 
voice in how Santa Anita 
may propose to use its 
property in the future. This 
is simply not true, and is 
typical of the hyperbole 
and misinformation which 
so often surrounds special 
ballot measures. Truth is 
often the victim of initia¬ 
tive campaigns featuring 
scare tactics and untrue 
generalizations. 

“Before any change 
could be made on Santa 
Anita’s property, there 
must be a detailed applica¬ 
tion filed with the City; 
environmental reports pre¬ 
pared by consultants to the 
City; traffic, noise, seis¬ 
mic, engineering and other 
studies completed; there 
are public hearings and a 
careful review of the pro¬ 
posal by City staff, the 
Planning Commission and 
the City Council. Finally, 
after all this careful and 
responsible consideration 
of the proposal, during 
which each resident of 
Arcadia is given opportu¬ 
nities to express concerns 
about and support or object 
to the project, if the voters 
disagree with the decision 
of their elected officials, 
the referendum process is 


available to cause a vote in 
the entire City to be taken 
on the specific proposal.” 

The co-chairs pointed 
out that the City Attorney 
has indicated that there is 
no way to predict the num¬ 
ber of special elections 
which might be required in 
the City if Measure M is 
adopted, at a cost to the 
taxpayers of $30,000 to 
$60,(XX) for each election. 
“Arcadia citizens would be 
asked to vote every time 
anything is proposed for 
the Santa Anita property 
not directly related to 
horse racing. This is not 
only silly, it would be very 
expensive to have special 
elections whether they are 
really needed or not.” 

Closson and Jensen ex¬ 
pressed concern that 
Arcadia is facing a signifi¬ 
cant shortfall in revenue 
which will make it difficult 
to sustain the high level of 
police and fire protection 
and other community ser¬ 
vices which have helped 
make Arcadia an outstand¬ 
ing community. “If Mea¬ 
sure M becomes law, 
Arcadia will be the only 
city in the entire state 
which has singled out one 
property owner and said 
you cannot do anything 
with your property without 
first having a city-wide 
election. This is bad public 
policy. In addition. Mea¬ 
sure M raises serious con¬ 
stitutional and other legal 
issues and will undoubt¬ 
edly be tested in litigation 
which will be divisive, dis¬ 
tract City officials from 


performance of their duties 
and be very expensive to 
the taxpayers of Arcadia. 

“Measure M would pre¬ 
vent City staff, the Plan¬ 
ning Commission and the 
City Council from dis¬ 
charging their responsi¬ 
bilities as set forth in the 
City Charter, would likely 
result in a taking or con¬ 
demnation of Santa 
Anita’s property at a huge 
expense to the City and its 
taxpayers, would single 
out Santa Anita among all 
of the property owners in 
the City in a manner which 
is arbitrary and discrimina¬ 
tory in violation of both 
State and Federal constitu¬ 
tional law and would pre¬ 
vent the City from consid¬ 
eration of environmental 
and other effects of any 
proposed development as 
required by various State 
and Federal laws. 

“Every business propri¬ 
etor and property owner in 
Arcadia should think twice 
about what could happen 
down the road if we start 
requiring public elections 
on what can be done with 
property in the City. We 
don’t believe the citizens 
of Arcadia want to set this 
kind of precedent, and we 
believe they will turn this 
measure down by a re¬ 
sounding vote if they are 
accurately informed about 
its effect. 

“Measure M is bad pub¬ 
lic policy and a bad law,” 
concluded the co-chairs of 
the No on Arcadia Mea¬ 
sure M Committee.

Because of our dual family relationships we have two 
scripts to act out.

denarii was equal to a day’s wage. Let’s just use $5.00 
an hour as an illustration. One talent then would equal 
$40.00. Multiply that one denarii by the 100 denarius 
the second servant owed and it is equal to $4,000 in our 
world today. That is a lot of money - until you realize 
how much the first servant owed. One talent was equal 
to 6,000 denarii. That would make a talent equal to 
$240,000.00. But wait, it gets worse. The man owed 
not one talent, not just $240,000, he owed 10,000 tal¬ 
ents. Based on our calculations, that is about 
$24,000,000 in today’s economy. Even if we go back 
to the 17 cents denarii, he still owed over $1,000,000. 

Who can pay a debt like that? That is the point of the 
parable. We had a debt we could not pay. It was the 
debt we owed to God because of our sins. Christ for¬ 
gave that debt on the cross. How can we look at any 
other debt and feel we could not forgive it?

to turn to the Scriptures and find what the Bible teaches 
us. 

The example of Joseph in Genesis 50 is a beautiful 
one. Joseph’s brothers become concerned after the death 
of their father. They say to one another, “What if Jo¬ 
seph was just nice to us because dad was alive?” “Now 
that dad is dead maybe our brother, who we beat up, sold 
into slavery, and was put into prison for many years, is 
going to pay us back for all the wrong things we did to 
him.” 

Joseph would have had the support of the courts, and i 
■certainly had the authority to punish his brothers for their 
wicked acts toward him. But Joseph simply forgave. ' 
Yes, the brothers had intended to harm Joseph, but Jo¬ 
seph was able to look beyond that and see the good which 
came out of it. We can say that Joseph understood the 
ways of God. And one of the ways of God that Joseph 
understood was the way to forgive, unconditionally. 

The forgiveness of Jesus. Matthew 18 has another 
powerful story of forgiveness.
